000 tons a year so the industry 
would be ready in case it ever is 
needed again as desperately as it 
was in 1941. 


Develop Superior Rubber 


In a sense, the U. S. synthetic 


rubber industry has proved itself, 
though it hasn't yet had to stand 
on its own feet It has developed 
special rubbers far 'superior in 
•ome ways to natural rubber. 


Present world production of na- 


tural 'rubber is far below normal, 
but that will not always be so. 
Economists working for the larg- 
est tire makers in the country 
think natural production will be 
fully restored by the fall of 1949, 
though .probably riot much before 
then. 


The most rubber this country 


ever used in peacetime was the 
record of 781,000 tons in 1941. 
it 


probably will reach about 1,070,- 
000 tons this year because of the 
pent-up demand for all sorts of 
rubber goods, but experts think 
the use eventually will land at 
about 900,000 tons a year.
